NEW PLANS FOR BABY 


A u tu m n is the tim e for home­ 
m akers to ta k e stock and decide 
w hat changes should be m ade in 
the different d ep artm en ts of the 
home. 
In the n il-im portant n u rs­ 
ery d e p artm en t, j e u will w a n t to 
give a th o u g h t to the baby’s diet. 
P e rh a p s the baby is coming to the 
strain ed food age or he has reached 
th e tim e w hen he should gradually 
be introduced to food which is mere 
like a d u lt fa re . 
The im p ortance of stra in ed foods 
in the b aby ’s diet can no t be over­ 
estim ated. D octors have found that, 
in m any cases, w hen th e baby has 
reached his fifth m onth hts re­ 
serve sto re of iron h as become de­ 
pleted. T hus he should be started 
eatin g fru its , vegetables an d soups 
which a re in a fo rm he can easily 
handle and w hich provide iron and 
o ther valuable nu trien ts. Hence the 
im portance o f p rep ared strain ed 
foods in a b aby ’s diet. 
The ex act a g e a t which a child 
should be sta rte d on strain ed foods 
should be determ ined by th e doc­ 
tor, however, since children vary 
som ew hat in th e ir developm ent and 
ability to tak e foods other th a n th© 
usual milk, cod liver oil, o ran g e 
urn! to m ato juice. 
J u n io r foods, o ften called chop­ 
ped foods, bridge th e gap between 
th e stra in ed foods an d th e tim e 
when th e child ta k e s th e reg u lar 
fam ily fare. 
T hey should be given 
to the child as soon as sufficient 
teeth have developed, fo r it is good 
for th e child to le a rn to chew a s 
non as possible. 
T h e particles of 
’ chopped foods fire sm all enough, 
■, so th a t if the child does

im m ediately 
to 
chew 


p roperly no h arm is done when he 
swallows them as they nre. 
T here are 12 v arieties of the 
chopped foods and 14 varieties of 
strain ed foods — vegetables, fruits, 
desserts, soups and cereals. 
The 
strain ed foods come in cans of the 
•I’- o u n c e M7.e 
the average size 
serving for th e child who has be­ 
come 
completely 
accustomed 
to 
strained 
foods.

The chopped foods a re packed in 
tins 
co ntaining

weight. Both chopped arx! strained 
foods m ay be kept in their enamel- 
lined tins a fte r opening fo r serv­ 
ing on the second d ay if they a re 
covered and placed in a cold re ­ 
frig erato r. 
One reason fo r th e high accept­ 
ance of the p rep are d (train e d and 
chopped foods am ong child n u tr i­ 
tion auth orities, doctors and p a t ­ 
ents is th a t they h ave such high 
nu tritio nal value. 
T he fresh foods 
are picked a t the peak of tla/ir p e r­ 
fection and im m ediately cocked nf 
low pressu re in the absence of a ir 
w ithout added w ate r. T hus a m ini­ 
mum o f vitam ins and m inerals are 
lost. O ne could not p re p a re strained 
and chopped foods w ith this high 
n u tritiv e valuo in th e home, be­ 
cause one would no t have the spe­ 
cial equipm ent required. 
W hen introducing e ith e r of these 
foods 
into 
a 
child’s 
diet, 
c are 
should be ta k e n t h a t the change is 
g rad u al. 
T hu s, a small q u an tity 
such a s a teaspoon of th e strained 
food m a y be diluted w ith w ate r or 
milk to m ake it resem ble the li­ 
quid diet to which th e child is ac­ 
customed. 
A fte r th a t th e q u a l i ­ 
ties a re increased and the added 
liquid is soon dispensed w ith. W hen 
the chopped foods a re introduced, 
the first v ariety chosen should ho 
mixed with a sm all am ou n t of a 
strained food of tho sam e flavor 
until the baby becomes accustom ed 
to the feel of the co arser tex tu re. 
The proportion of the chopped food 
is th en grad ually increased until 
the buby is co nten t to tak e the 
chopped food by itself.
